Extra Contract Adopted for Rolling Sub¬ 
grade of Grand Avenue—Action on 
Factory Sidewalk Laid Over 


LOCAL HAPPENINGS PROGRESS KILLED 
TOLD III BRIEF BY POLITICS AT 


There was a short session of the City 
Board of Trustees last Monday night. 

The first business before the Board 
was action on a communication re¬ 
ceived from VV. E. Dennison of the 
Steiger Terra Cotta and Pottery Works 
suggesting that the expense of build¬ 
ing a sidewalk to the factory district 
be borne by the various factories on a 
pro rata plan based on the number of 
men employed in each factory. The 
amounts estimated by Mr. Dennison 
that should be paid by the factories 
are:—Western Meat Co., $233.55; W. 
P. Fuller & Co., $116.78; Steiger Terra 
Cotta and Pottery Works, $77.85; 
Pacific Jupiter Steel Co., $38.93, the 
city to pay a sufficient balance to make 
up $519, the amount the sidewalk will 
cost. 

Upon motion of Trustee Hickey, sec¬ 
onded by Trustee McSweeney, Clerk 
Smith was instructed to send a copy 
of Mr. Dennison’s letter to each of the 
factories, with the request for an 
answer before the next meeting of the 
Board. 

Trustees Hickey and McSweeney re¬ 
ported that they had held a conference 
with Leroy Hough, vice-president of 
Western Meat Company, who stated 
that his company would contribute 
$175 toward constructing the side¬ 
walk. 

A communication was received from 
City Clerk Plump of Redwood City in 
reply to a request of City Clerk Smith 
asking for a copy of the specifications 
by which cement curbs and gutters 
are built in Redwood City. Clerk 
Plump suggested that a communica¬ 
tion be sent to the City Clerk of Palo 
Alto, wliere no doubt a copy could be 
obtained. 


RESIGNATION OF 
RUFUS P. JENNINGS 


Trustee Gaerdes for the street com¬ 
mittee reported that street grading was 
progressing, but that some of it was 
not satisfactory and the men who had 
been doing it were discharged. The 
street corhmittee recommended that 
an inspector be employed to look after 
the work of grading and rocking the 
streets that is now going on. 

Upon motion of Trustee McSweeney, 
seconded by Trustee Edwards, M. F. 
Healy was chosen by the Board for 
such position at a salary of $2.50 per 
day. 

The street committee was authorized 
to confer with Engineer Geo. A. 
Kneese in the matter of installing 
culverts on both sides of Eucalyptus 
and Spruce Avenues at Grand, to take 
off surplus water during the rainy 
season. > 

Trustee Hickey suggested that the 
finances of the city be segregated into 
various funds. There was some dis¬ 
cussion, but no action was taken. 

A contract agreement between the 
city and the South San Francisco Mill 
and Lumber Company, providing for 
the rolling of the subgrade of Grand 
Avenue before it is rocked for the sum 
of $99, was read by Clerk Smith. 

Chairman Hynding was authorized 
to sign the contract in behalf of the 
city. 

An application for a class D liquor 
license was received from J. Welch, 
whostated that he wished to conduct a 
! restaurant at the Sierra Point House. 

After considerable accrimonious dis¬ 
cussion and upon motion of Trustee 
Gaerdes, seconded by Trustee Edwards, 
action on the application was post¬ 
poned until next meeting.

President Taft, who with a fortitude 
little less than sublime has been par¬ 
taking of all kinds of new and strange 
dishes on his tour and smiling as if he 
liked them, has another ordeal before 
him. The Pie Salesmen’s union, whose 
members recently went on strike with 
the pie bakers, decided recently to 
make the president a Thanksgiving 
'day present of a monster union pie, 
the largest ever baked. It is to be 
delivered on Thanksgiving morning at 
the White House by Henry Henkin 
and D. Papin, two members, who are 
tried and true union men. 

The decision was reached at a meet¬ 
ing of the union at Odd Fellows’ ball, 
69 St. Mark's place, New York. When 
the meeting was over Secretary Schutt 
said: 

“The mince pie will be tbe biggest 
and best ever made. The men who 
will make it know just how to build 
pies, and it will be so crisp and ap¬ 
petizing that when it is finished all 
who eat it will wish there had been 
more <of it. It will be made at one of 
the co-operative bakeries started by 
the strikers.” 

The largest loaf of bread ever made 
was fifteen feet long, three feet wide 
and two feet deep. This mark will be 
completely eclipsed by the monster pie.

John Bull Hard to Movu. 

“I am not quite so sure as I was 
when I was here last about the speedy 
settlement of the question,” she said, 
“though the women forking for the 
franchise are infinitely more anxious, 
more sincere, more determined and 
better organized. You know the char¬ 
acter of John Bull. He is difficult to 
move, and if you want him to move 
in one direction he is pretty sure to 
move the other way. Now, because he 
is asked to move faster with perhaps 
more zeal than wisdom, lie makes that 
an excuse for not moving at all. 

“There.is no prospect that the pres¬ 
ent cabinet will grant the franchise, 
or the next, though if we work stren¬ 
uously we may get it by the third, but 
I don’t know through which party. It 
depends upon the strength we can 
muster to get some party to take it 
up. If every member of parliament 
were in favor of ‘votes for women’ I 
do not think we could get it if the 
cabinet was opposed. Members sup¬ 
posed to be in favor of it would be 
delighted to have no matter how fee¬ 
ble an excuse to oppose woman suf¬ 
frage. 

“I wish that section of the suffrage 
workers known as the militant had 
kept to its own rule, ‘Offer yourselves 
to violence, but do no violence to oth¬ 
ers.’ Violence has been done and has 
been supported at headquarters. While 
I might not object if one of us was 
killed, I would not want others to be 
killed without their consent. I ad¬ 
mire the spirit of the martyrs, and, 
while our cause is great enough for 
martyrs, it is too good to make vic¬ 
tims. I have not altered in my atti¬ 
tude toward the militant movement 
and its self sacrifice, of my admiration 
for the splendid woman of genius (Mrs. 
Pankhurst) who spoke to you awhile 
ago. But she lias let loose a Franken-1 
stein, and the time will eoilie when ! 
she will wish she had not.

WILL TRY TO WIN ISLANDERS 


Has Made Good In Uncle Sam’s Serv- j 
ice In the Philippines and In Santo 
Domingo—Fought Against the Fili- j 
pinos—Author of New Tariff For Our 
Island Possessions. 

Colonel George It. Colton, who recent 
iy arrived in San Juan to assume the 
duties of governor of Porto Rico, is ex¬ 
pected as one of the special features oi 
his mission to convince the natives of 
the island that the American people 
have for them only the utmost good 
will. 

The ill deflifbd political unrest pre¬ 
vailing for several years and the strife 
among officials of the American civil | 
government and between them and ; 
certain sections of the-native popula 
tion have sorely tried the patience of 
the Washington government. The cli¬ 
max came last spring when in an ef 
fort to retaliate upon the civil govern 
nient for fancied wrongs the Porto 
Rican assembly, through which the na 
lives ure given a voice in their local 
affairs, refused to pass the budget. 

Congress was obliged to take over 
ruling action, making the funds auto 
math-ally available. President Taft 
then decided to put in the palace at 
San Juan the best man available. 
From service in the Philippines he 
took Colonel Colton, whose experience 
as a business man, soldier and diplo¬ 
mat makes him, in the opinion of his I 
superiors, the best type of successful | 
colonial administrator. 


to Be Subjects 
“Kotch” Tests. 

Word lias been received at the Naval 
academy in Annapolis that midship¬ 
men will shortly be allowed to offer 
radiograph pictures of their joints as 
a contribution to scieyce. An order is 
about to be issued by the navy depart¬ 
ment that there shall be a thorough 
test of “Kotch’s system” for the de¬ 
termining of ages by means of radio¬ 
graph pictures of the ends of bones, 
the midshipmen being used as sub¬ 
jects. 

It is explained that there is a por¬ 
tion of the ends of bones known as 
“epipthyses” which in youth are held 
to the body by a cartilaginous sub¬ 
stance only, but iu adults become part 
of the bone. It is asserted by the 
founder of the system that radiographs 
of the end of the bone offer an almost 
accurate method of determining age. 
Statistics which it is thought will be 
useful in enforcing child labor laws 
and detecting fraudulent enlistments 
are to be gathered by the examination 
of the midshipmen.

Colton a Man of Force. 

Colonel Colton is a man more than 
six feet tall, with broad shoulders and 
a military carriage. Ilis head is well 
shaped and carries an especially firm 
jaw beneath an especially firm mouth, 
which is partly concealed by a trim 
mustache, while there are firm lines 
around the nose and a certain quiet 
steadfastness in the eyes. 

Colonel Colton’s scholastic* education 
was gained at the University of Mich¬ 
igan and at Knox college, Illinois. On 
a ranch in New Mexico he began the 
exciting experiences with which his 
career has been dotted. Those were 
tlie days of bitter conflict between cat¬ 
tlemen, Indians and sheep rustlers. 

A few years of hardy, rough rider 
experiences provided a strong consti¬ 
tution for later life. Then came busi¬ 
ness— the organization when he was 
twenty-three years old of a national 
bank in David City, Neb., where the 
Colton family had large property in¬ 
terests. 

Served In Philippine Army.

American war he began active military I 
experiences as lieutenant colonel of' 
the First Nebraska volunteers. When ! 
the backbone of the Philippine iusur-j 
ret*tion was broken Colonel Colton on ! 
account of his previous business ex- j 
perience was culled upon by General 
Merritt to organize the customs serv¬ 
ice. The large import business of the 
Islands had to be systematized under 
American control. Without customs 
tariff experience, but with a clear busi¬ 
ness idea of the results desired.

New Money For Australia. 

New silver coinage bearing the map 
of Australia on one side and the king's 
head on the*other is now being pre¬ 
pared for the Australian common¬ 
wealth at tin* imperial mint. 


Anticipating that airships will be in 
common, everyday usage twenty years 
hence, the board of stewards of the 
Wesley Memorial church, iu Atlanta, 
an edifice rapidly nearing completion, 
has adopted a motion instructing the 
building committee to so arrange the 
roof of the building that there will be 
no difficulty in adapting it to commodi¬ 
ous airship landings. 

The committee was requested to see 
to it that a large staircase shall run 
all the way to the roof and that the 
electrical wiring be so installed that 
proper lights can be displayed about 
the landings, with wire taps conven¬ 
ient for recharging exhausted dry bat¬ 
teries. 

The suggestion concerning the land¬ 
ings was made by Fred Miles, a prom¬ 
inent member of the board of stew¬ 
ards. Mr. Miles is the city electrician 
and is thoroughly posted on scientific 
matters iu general. 

He told the board that he firmly be 
lieved that within the brief space of 
twenty years the coinufuuicants of the 
church would sail to and fx’om services 
in airships, just as they now speed 
there in automobiles. 

Precautions at Landings. 

He thought inasmuch as the church 
was erecting a structure that would 
stand for fifty or a hundred years it 
should be modern in every respect and 
that it was not stretching the imagina¬ 
tion too far to prepare for airship land¬ 
ings. 

Mr. Miles declared that about these 
landings should be distributed red and 
green lights. The green lights would 
designate to the aviator where to alight 
and the red ones would show him 
where it was dangerous to descend. 
The red lights would be placed about 
the edges of the roof and the green 
ones around the landing platforms. 

“Washed” Air In the Church. 

The church, which is perhaps the 
most modern in the United States, will 
be four stories in height and when 
complete ^yill have cost $1200,000. It 
was designed to afford headquarters 
for the institutional work of the 
church, and in its rooms will lie night 
schools, schools for domestic science, 
gymnasiums and other features. The 
main auditorium will seat 3,200 per¬ 
sons and will he illuminated by 2,000 
tungsten lights. In the chorus loft 
will be seats for 200. All the air en¬ 
tering tlie auditorium will lie “wash¬ 
ed.” It will be sucked by ventilating 
fans through wet cloths. In the sum¬ 
mer these cloths will he kept drip¬ 
ping in ice water, so that the air will 
be thoroughly cooled. In the winter 
the heated air from the boilers will be 
forced through tlie wet cloths.

LARGE SHARE FOR EDUCATION 


Charity Also Provided For by New 

York Financier In Supposedly Great¬ 
est Bequest Ever Made In the United 

States—Millions Also For Relatives, 

Friends and Servants. 

About half of the $60,000,000 estate 
left by the late John Stewart Kennedy 
of New York, the banker and railroad 
builder, who recently died after a 
short attack of whooping cough, which 
followed a prolonged and aggravated 
cold, it-now transpires will go to char¬ 
ity, schools, colleges and institutions in 
many parts of the world having been 
remembered in the will. 

The bequest to. charity is said to be 
the largest ever made in the United 
States, and before he died Mr. Ken¬ 
nedy had contributed largely to mis¬ 
sions and church work. One-fourth 
of his great estate goes to his widow, 
Emma B. Kennedy, and the remaining 
$15,000,000 will be divided among rela¬ 
tives, friends and servants. The be¬ 
quests to public institutions, as item¬ 
ized by Mr. Kennedy himself, are as 
follows:

PALACE OF DRAMA. 


Splendors of the New Theater Dedi¬ 
cated In New York. 

Long before the New theater, the 
splendid $2,000,000 stone palace which 
public spirited citizeps of New York 
have erected on the block in Central 
Park West, between Sixty-second and 
Sixty-third streets, “for t lie propaga¬ 
tion of good drama,’’ was dedicated by 
J. P. Morgan and thrown open to the 
inspection of invited guests the other 
afternoon, there were lines of electric 
cabs waiting to discharge their pas¬ 
sengers. Society women even alighted 
before their carriages reached the en¬ 
trance and stood off to examine crit¬ 
ically tlie architecture, its style re¬ 
minded many of the Sansovino library 
in the Piazza di San Marco, in Venice. 
It is somewhat in tlie spirit of the Ital¬ 
ian renaissance of the sixteenth cen¬ 
tury. The observers seemed pleased 
with the dignified lines of the struc¬ 
ture*. Within they saw an auditorium 
that exceeded their expectations. They 
found the theater as a whole was 
planned simply, yet giving a majestic 
and artistic effect.' 

The auditorium is in the shape of the 
long half of an egg. To the guests 
seated on the stage the orchestra 
chairs, finished in red, stretched up¬ 
ward gently. Behind them are ar¬ 
ranged the founders’ boxes and above

them is the first gallery. There is a 
second balcony and then a gallery. 
Ranging above the second balcony on 
either side of the theater are colon¬ 
nades of marble with lunettes of gold 
and curtains of red. The decorations 
follow a scheme of driftwood gray and 
gold. Into this auditorium the guests 
were ushered by girls neatly garbed in 
gray with dainty white aprons. There 
were men ushers as well, dressed in 
light brown. 

At the north and south ends eleva¬ 
tors and wide stairways gave access to 
the grand tier promenade, the stalls 
and the balcony floor. Two spiral 
stairways of white marble at the 
southeast and northeast corners also 
lead to these levels, and at the south¬ 
west corner another spiral stairway of 
white marble leads to the smoking room 
and buffet. The smoking room is fin¬ 
ished in terra cotta, with a tiled floor 
and paneled woodwork in 'brown. 

Short stairways lead from the grand 
tier promenade down to the boxes and 
up to the stalls, so that the occupants 
of each box will have a separate way 
for entrance. Back of this promenade 
is a long, narrow room floored with 
maple and smooth enough for dancing. 
Ou a raised platform at one end an 
orchestra was stationed. On this floor 
and reached from the main corridor are 
the ladies’ parlor and the tea room at 
opposite ends of the building. 

The auditorium was brilliantly il¬ 
luminated by the massed lights from 
the great central chandelier and the 
twelve smaller chandeliers on the 
sides. The seats were found wide and 
comfortable, and on each seat is its 
number, with its section and row de¬ 
signed in tan embroidery. Deep red 
curtains close the opening of the pro¬ 
scenium arch, which is framed in green¬ 
ish tinted Connemara marble. Conne¬ 
mara tablets along the walls and un¬ 
der the dome are inscribed with the 
names of fourteen dramatists. Over 
the arch is the theater’s crest, bearing 
the motto, “To Hold as ’Twere the 
Mirror Up to Nature.” The visitors 
wandered through the house inspect¬ 
ing the decorations and the main foy¬ 
er, which is interesting not only be¬ 
cause of its artistic decorations, but 
because it promises to be an art room 
of value.

DEATH CLAIMS 
A NAVY VETERAN 

The following article of interest to 
residents of this city was taken from 
the Rockford (Illinois) Register-Gaz¬ 
ette of November 9th:— 

“Death came to William Chalmers, 
an old sailor and veteran of the Union 
Navy in the Civil War, this morning 
at 6:40 o’clock, at his home, 526 West 
State Street. The end had been ex¬ 
pected for the last few days. 

“It was brought about by a general 
breakdown and u complication of dis¬ 
eases, from which he had suffered for 
three years. An accident one year 
ago hastened his death. He fell while 
going down the cellar at his home, and 
paralysis of his right arm resulted and 
the shoulder was dislocated. 

“Mr. Chalmers was an old Rock¬ 
ford resident, highly respected and 
known as a man who hail many 
friends and no enemies. 

“His career was an interesting one. 
Born in Amsterdam, N. Y., on Febru¬ 
ary 19, 1864, he ran away from his 
home at the age of fourteen, and went 
on a whaling voyage of seven years. 
His nomadic life lead him to all parts 
of the world, and, as a sailor, he is said 
to have circled the globe seven times. 

“During the last year of the Civil 
War he enlisted in the navy on the 
gunboat Victory. After he had served 
his country he went back east and on 
September 28, 1867, lie was married to 
Miss Nellie Curtis, the ceremony tak¬ 
ing place at Monroe, Maine. In 1875, 
he and his wife and child came to 
Rockford. He worked most of the 
time here as a painter and decorator. 
Mr. Chalmers was a member of G. L. i 
Nevius Post, No. 1, G. A. R., and was ! 
elected to life membership. 

“Besides his wife, he is survived by 
two sons, Frank, of Rockford; Chas. 
W., of South San Francisco; one sister, 
Mrs. Catherine Marcellus, of Rock¬ 
ford; a brother, James of Rockford; a 
half-brother, Harvey Chalmers, of 
Amsterdam, N. Y., and a half-sister, 
Mrs. Lydia Reese of Amsterdam.’’

COUNTY HAPPENINGS. I San Bruno Items 


Patrick McCormick, an old resident 
of this county, was killed in a strange 
manner at Purissima on the coast 
Tuesday morning. While eating his 
breakfast a piece of meat lodged in his 
throat, and before assistance could be 
summoned he had choked to death. A 
coroner’s jury rendered a verdict of 
death by strangulation. 

The work of selecting a jury which 
is to pass upon the guilt or innocence 
of A. J. Carleton of Menlo Park, 
charged with violating the State law 
prohibiting the sale of liquor within a 
mile and a half of the Stanford Uni¬ 
versity grounds and campus, began 
Wednesday in Justice of the Peace 
Hannon’s court, Redwood City. The 
day closed with eight temporary ven¬ 
iremen in the jury box. Carleton is 
the lirst of the thirteen arrested saloon- 
men of Menlo Park to go on trial, and 
much interest is being taken in the 
case. A11 of the defendants have asked 
for trial by jury and much time will 
be consumed in passing 156 jurors to 
try the cases. 

John Hanley, one of the few pioneers 
of San Mateo county who came to 
I California during the gold rush of ’49, 
died at his home in Redwood City last 
Tuesday as the result of old age. 

| Hanley was born in Limerick, Ire¬ 
land, in 1824, but came to this country 
| when quite a young boy. He lirst set¬ 
tled in New Orleans, where he mar 
ried in 1848. With the announcement 
ot the gold strike the following year, 
he came west to take up mining, but 
his efforts were fruitless and he took 
up farming. In 1856 Hanley settled 
in Ban Mateo county, where he lived 
up to the time of his death. For many 
years he was a prominent well boring 
contractor. The deceased leaves six 
daughters and one son, his wife and 
one daugnter having died a short time 
ago.

J “Powers that be”, although the merely 
cursory scraping that has been given 
them, so far, is worse than useless for 
the heavy winter’s rains will convert 
the hollows and depressions which 
have been created into one sea of mud.

thoroughly gone over. In the mean¬ 
time, Win. Mueller, of the San Bruno 
lighting committee, has called Mr. 
Casey’s attention to that clause in the 
Lighting District Act which provides 
for the payment of the lighting bills 
of any lights which may be in opera¬ 
tion on any highway in such lighting 
districts at the time the district is 
formed until the district lights are 
installed. Mr. Casey has promised to 
take up this matter immediately with 
the Board of Supervisors, and should 
this prove to be the fact, it will relieve 
the San Bruno Social and Improve¬ 
ment Club of its self-imposed burden 
of public spiritedly paying for the 
street lights which render our principal 
streets passable after nightfall. B.
